STATE OF TEXAS BRINGS SUIT AGAINST UNITED 
STATES AND THE N. 0. T. AND M. TO PREVENT 
MERCER OF l.-G. N. IND THE GULF COAST LINES 


(Bv Associated Press) 
AUSTIN, June 18.— A suit against the United States and 
against the New Orleans. Texas and Mexico Railway to stop the 
International and Great Northern merger with the Gulf Coast 
Lines, is to be started by the State of Texas in the Federal Dis­ 
trict Court at New Orleans, the attornev-general’s department 
announced today, This action will be based on the ground that 
the proposed merger violates the State Constitution 
of Texas. 
It is expected to be one of the greatest suits ever engaged in by 
the Texas legal department, as it will test a number of new log- 
al theories affecting practically every state. 
It has never been 
judicially determined whether the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission can override the provisions of State Constitutions, ac­ 
cording to the attorney-general’s department.

MAIN STREET OF BRYAN AT HTH 


The taking up of the old rails at 
the corner of Main and 25th street, 
a few days ago by a force of city 
workmen under J. 
Z. Ramsey, to 
remove 
this 
nuisance to traffic 
when the new surfaces goes down on 
Main, recalls to mind the wonderful 
project 
planned a few years ago 
wrich was the cause of those tracks 
being put down. 
The whole makes 
an interesting story to those who are 
but spectators in the matter. 
To 
others it may be more than interest­ 
ing, but here’s the way it was told 
to an Eagle reporter: 
In the minds of some one or more 
Bryan people 
there 
occurred the 
idea of a railroad to the Brazos Bot­ 
tom, which idea receiver cultivation 
and was fostered to such a growth 
that a harvest could be produced in 
a track laid down, 
about 
twenty- 
some-odd miles long, first term inat­ 
ing at the Chance plantation and 
later being carried on to the Chance 
farm. 
This rail line was laid down 
some eight or ten years ago. 
Hewitt Planned Thing*. 
There was a small freight engine 
used to carry freight and farm prod 
ucts from the Bottom up to Bryan 
and a motor car was later added for 
the convenience of passengers. How­

Some say that in the minds of the 
originators of the plan, it was laid 
out that the Bryan-College interur­ 
ban and the road 
to the 
bottom 
should be consolidated, 
or become 
one. 
Then, it was further planned 
that the line to the Bottom should 
cross the Main Street of this city 
and connect with the other line to 
College, and a depot for both erect­ 
ed just across from what is now the 
Moehlman building, occupied by the 
Lawrence Chevrolet Company. These 
tracks were laid across Main Street 
in the event that 
such an ending 
might be the outcome of the plans 
as laid out, but it seemed that it 
was to be otherwise, and the rail­ 
road when built was done so inde­ 
pendently of the College line. 
Another version is that the two 
lines were not to have been consoli­
